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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election without traverse of claim 8 in the reply filed on 12/22/2005 is 
acknowledged. 

Claims 1-7 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) 
as being drawn to nonelected inventions, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 12/22/2005. 

Oath/Declaration 

2. The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1 .67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is 
required. See MPEP §§ 602.01 and 602.02. 

The oath or declaration is defective because: There is no year found for the date 
signed. 

Drawings^ 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the first driveline (780), 
the second driveline (785), and the third driveline (783) must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
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number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show 
ridges (777), spine gears (800), bearing (810), second bearing (820), and third bearing 
(830) as described in the specification. Any structural detail that is essential for a 
proper understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP 
§ 608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required 
in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
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consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121 (d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
5. The drawings are objected to because the female receptacle (781) is not labeled 
in the drawings, and because of the use of photographs for Figures 2-4. Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. 
Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application 
must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Specification 

6. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Starting in 
paragraph 7 a quotation mark is used in place of an apostrophe. In paragraph 40 the 
arm (745) is mislabeled (760). The word "exits" is misspelled "exists" in paragraph 41. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

7. Claim 8 is objected to because of the following informalities: The claim needs to 
be spaced from the number of the claim. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

8. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

9. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as based on a 
disclosure which is not enabling. The location, and form or function of the three drive 
lines are critical or essential to the practice of the invention, but not included in the 
claim(s). Thus, the location and form or function of the three drive lines is not enabled 
by the disclosure. See In re Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). It 
is not understood whether the drivelines were intended to be directions and distances 
that parts associated with the reciprocating drive unit were moving or whether the 
drivelines were actual parts. Furthermore, It is not understood whether the drivelines 
refer to the dotted lines within the drawings or whether they are visible parts within the 
drawings. If visible, the first driveline does not appear to exit the housing. Moreover, 
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none of the drivelines appear to rotate or extend within each other. The drawings only 
appear to indicate what could be a reciprocating motion. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

10. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

1 1 . Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Moores (U.S 

Patent No. 5,940,977). 

Moores teaches (see Figures 6 and12-16) a reciprocating drive unit comprising a 
housing (23), a first drive line (73) exiting and entering said housing, a second drive line 
(59) reciprocating within and extending outside of said housing, and a third drive line 
(171) reciprocating within said second drive line. 

Conclusion 

12. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 

applicant's disclosure. 

Happe et al (U.S Patent No. 3,260,290), Stelljes (U.S Patent No. 3,404,574), 
Hedrick (U.S Patent No. 4,020,555) teach reciprocating drive units with multiple parts.
